Ford confirms U.S. to

Rabin defers decision on Ford to Congress: 
Agency chairmanship

Prime Minister Rabin has post- 
Pponed the Labour Party's decision 
to nominate Yosef Almogi for the 
Jewish Agency chairmanship, pend- 
ing ccnsultations with Jewish lead- 
ers abroad. Mr. Rabin told a meet- 
ing of Labour Party officials yes- 
terday that he had promised several 
perscnalities in the Zionist move- 
ment and the Jewish world overseas 
to ccnsult with them before the 
Labour Party takes its final de- 
cision. 

The Premier wijl hold these con- 
sultations next week, when most of 
the persons involved will be here 
in Jerusalem to attend a Jewish 
Agency Board cf Governors meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Rabin will want to ascertain 
what measure of support Haifa 
Mayor Almogi can expect outside 
the Labour Party. The Premier, it 
is understood, will not want to 
threw his weight behind Almogi 
unless he is certain of a comfort- 
able victory over the other con- 
tender, Agency acting chairman and 
treasurer Arye Dulzin. 

If Labour does eventually decide 
to back Almogi, it will press for the 
election to be held at the meeting 
of the Zionist General Council 
i“The Actlons Committee”) sche- 
duled for next January. 

If Mr. Almogi wins there, he 
will become chairman of the World 
Zionist Organization. Mr. Dulzin, 
however, will remain acting chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency until 
July, when the Agency's Assembly 


is due to convene. Only the As- 
semoly is empowered to elect a new 
Agency chairman — unless the act- 
ing chairman voluntarily steps 
down, in which case the Agency's 
Executive can eject his successor. 

Mr. Dulzin has indicated that he 
would not step down from the 
Agency acting chalrmanship if 
Almeg) were elected WZO chair- 
man. An anomalous situation would 
then arise In which the two posts, 
which are designed to be held by one 
™man, would be split. 

Dulzin’s supporters are using the 
threat οὗ this anomaly as an 
argument to press for the post- 
ponement of the election untl! the 
Zionist Congress in December, with 
Dulzin remaining acting chairman 
until then. 

Even if a new chairman is elect- 
ed in January or July, there will 
have to be new elections at the 
Congress in December, when the 
entire WZO Executive must stand 
for re-election. 

Whatever happens in January or 
July, Dulzin, it is understcod, in- 
tends to run for chairman in 
December and is planning a forceful 
campaign in Zionist Federations 
around the world. 

Dulzin claims that his is a non- 
party candidate and demands elec- 
tions based on personal merits, not 
party-political considerations. But 
the participants at the meeting with 
Mr. Rab'n yesterday unanimously re- 
jected this claim. They stressed that 
Dulzin should be seen as the Li- 
kud’s candidate the is a leader of 
the Liberal Party in Likud).

‘Golan belongs to Jewish

GOLAN HEIGHTS. — Housing 
Minister Avraham Ofer yesterday 
braved catcalls from the audience to 
tell Golan settlers the region did not 
belong to them, but to the Jewish 
People as a whole. 

He was speaking at the inaugu- 
ration of the new Hispit Regional 
Centre in southern Golan. At first, 
hecklers managed to prevent him 
from speaking, and he left the 
podium --- but he returned at the 
request of memberg of the garin 
(nucleus) of Hispit settlers.

Increases in local tax 
rates to be discussed 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — The Executive of 
the Union of Local Authorities will 
meet in 10 days to discuss local 
tax rate increases for the 1976/77 
fiscal year —- and possibly hikes 
for the current fiscal year as well. 

Yitehak Shulman, union spokes- 
man, said the average increase will 
be between IL30 and IL50 monthly, 
ranging from negligible amounts 
for slum dwellers to as high as 
IL100 for fancier households. 

Shulman explained that an ave- 
rage hike of 50 per cent for each 
taxpayer was computed Jast April, 
but the cities agreed not to collect 
the increase after being promised 
that the Government would reim- 
burse the local authorities for this 
amount. 


He pointed out that, because of 
rising costs of goods and services, 
the local authorities have again 
Plonged deep into debt, accumulat- 
ing a deficit of about I1400m. 

Shulman added the financial 
Plight of the cities has been aggra- 
vated by the fact that the Govern- 
ment has not been too prompt in 
turning over the funds to cover last 
April's rate increases. 

Any increase in the rates has to 
be approved by the city council of 
each town and then submitted to 
the Minister of the Interior for ra- 
tification. The minister's approval is 
required for any change in the 
rates made after February 28. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg has 
already consulted on the issue with 
Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabino- 
witz. 


Syrians ignore plea of Druse 


who want to return to Golan

Arrogance failure to use 


potential spell UN’s doom. 


UNITED NATIONS. — The Nether- 
lands warned yesterday the UN 
may go the way of the ill-fated 
League of Nations if the member 
countries fall to use its full po- 
tential. On Wednesday, Singapore 
charged that “growing arrogance” 
of the third world nations is under- 
mining the work of the organization. 

“We must get away from the 
prevailing belief that a resolution 
passed by a decisive majority has 
in fact resalved the problem,” For- 
eign Minister 5. Rajaratnam of 
Singapore told the General Assemb- 
ly. 


“This is perhaps our greatest 
weakness, and one which has great- 
ly helped to bring this organiza- 
tion to its present sorry state,” 
he added. 

Reviewing the world organiza- 
tion's performance over ‘the past 80 
years, Rajaratnam said the time 


-has come to shift the method of: 


decision-making from the principle 
of majority to one based on conci- 
Nation and consensus-building. 

In a challenge apparently aimed 
at more radical members of the 
third world group, he said: 

“We quite rightly complain of 
the arrogance of the powerful. But 
most distressing of all is how rea- 
dily some third world countries have 
taken to xenophobic nationalism and 
the racial and us Brrogance 
associated with their former western 
rulers.” 

The third world group, which has 
grown steadily over the past few 
years, now musters a two-thirds 
majority in the 141-nation organiza- 
tion. 


Rajaratnam charged that under 


the majority system, decisions are 
reached as a result of secret deals 
on matters that have nothing to do 
with the issue on which the decision 
js being made. ae 

In an evident allusion to the anti- 
Tsrael drive here, he said any re- 
solution which calls for “hostility 
teward nations with whom one has 
no quarrel, or which calls upon a 
state to liquidate itself, will under- 
standably be breached. 

“Where a resolution injures the 
basic interests of dissenting states 
it will be ignored. It will be quietly 
breached even by states which have 
been shamed or cajoled into voting 
for it”

SADAT’S PERSONAL MEMOIRS 
Egypt begging for arms, 


bread when 


CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat says Egypt was “lost and 
torn asunder” when he took over 
following the death of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser almost exactly 
five years ago. 

Sadat sketched Egypt's plight 
when Nasser died on September 28, 
1970 in memoirs recorded on tape 
in his own voice. The newspaper 
“Al Ahram" yesterday published the 
first instalment of the introductory 
tape which it said was one of 10 
the President already has re- 
corded. 


In guarded language, Sadat took 
one of his customary swipes at the 
Soviet Union for trying to dictate 
to Egypt and failing to supply it 
with enough arms in the conflict 
with Israel, 

“Egypt was lost and torn asunder 
when I took charge following Abde! 
Nasser’s death," he said. “Land had 
been lost (fo Israel in the 1967 
war). The system of government 
had fallen prey to conflicting power 
centres. Israel's strength was con. 
trolling our destiny. Foreign powers 
were trying to impose their will 
and guardianship on us. Hgypt was 
poor. Every Bgyptian was poor. We 
were almost begging for arms and 
begging even for our daily bread.” 

He said his first “major decision” 
was to liquidate internal power cen- 
tres in May 1971 when then Vice 


Nasser died 


President Ali Sabry and several mi- 
nisters and top officials were ar- 
rested, tried and convicted of at- 
tempting a coup. The next fateful 
decision, he said, was the expulsion 
of Soviet military personnel total- 
ling more than 15,000 in July 1972. 

Sadat made it clear the expulsion 
wes no sudden move. “For many 
months I lived in a state of hesi- 
tation and soul-searching before 
taking this decision," he said. 
“Egypt needs the friendship of the 
Soviet Union. Would it be possible 
for me to change the style and 
modalities of this friendship and at 
the same time keep it?” 

‘But my sense of patriotism as 
an Egyptian was stronger than my 
hesitation,” he said. “I could not 
possibly be a true son of Egypt 
without moving to fight Israel who 
was occupying Egyptian land.” 

He said he ordered the Soviet 
military out in order to be free for 
the decision to go to war against 
Israel in October 1973. 

Sadat said he planned to have 
his recorded memoirs printed in a 
book which will be “something close 
to a personal diary." “Al Ahram” 
said it obtained Sadat's clearance 
to print a small portion of the me- 
moirs on the occasion of the fiftn 
anniversary of Nasser’s death next 
Sunday. Sadat is scheduled to ob- 
serve the occasion with an address 
to the nation. 


Nato president questions 
body’s economic unity 


COPENHAGEN (AP), — The first 
U.S. president of the North Atlan- 
tic Alliance (Nato) told members 
yesterday they had already proved 
they could react together in the 
face of a military threat, but yet 
had to show they can do the same 
in the face of an economic threat. 

American an Wayne 
Hays, an Ohio Democrat, told the 
delegates to the Assembly’s plenary 
session, ‘I firmly believe that look- 
img back over the past 25 years 
the military threat was more ap- 
parent than real — whereas, looking 
ahead, I am convinced that the 
economic threat is more real than 


apparent.” 

A the assembly after 
Hays, Nato secretary-general Jo- 
seph Luns joined the call for an 


end to the U.S. arms embargo on 
Turkey. oy. 

Luns, however, devoted most of 
his address to a warning against 
unilateral cuts — in whatever guise 
— of military forces by individual 
member countries, He said a cur- 
rent pressure for military cuts re- 
flected a lack of understanding of 
the dangers inherent in the con- 
tinuing, unfavourable balance of 
power, 

Answering questions from the de- 
legates, the Nato secretary-general 
promised to present to the asseni- 
bly next year a foll report speci- 
fically showing whether or not the 
Soviet side is living up to the Hei- 
sinki pact’s provisions for an im- 
proved flow of information and 
people across the borders.

But the truth was that I couldn't 
see any point to communiques 
(which very rarely com- 
municate anything), and Presi- 
dent Nixon felt much the same 
‘way, so we decided together that 
no formal statement would be 
released. As for my shopping 
list, well, it eventually changed 
hands, as it was meant to. 
When I got back to Israel, 
although I could not yet make 


my announcement about the 
* Phantoms, I knew we were going 
to get them and my heart was 
much lighter than it had been 
when I took off. But the War of 
Attrition was still being waged, 
the terrorists were still active, 
the number of Soviet military 
personnel in Egypt was in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds, 
including combat pilots and the 
erews of the ground-to-air mis- 
siles. In a word, peace was as 
remote as ever. In fact, nothing 
at all had changed substantially 
since I had assumed office. 

Another constant focus of in- 
ternational attention was the 
Christian holy places both in the 
West Bank and in Jerusalem. So, 
needless to say, I was very glad 
to be able to go to the Vatican in 
January, 1978, when I was 
received by Pope Paul VI in an 
80-minute audience. It was the 

“first time that a Prime Minister 
of Israel had been given an 
audience by the Pope, though, on 
his one-day visit to Israel in 1964 
when he came to the Holy Land 
as a pilgrim, the Pontiff had met 
President Shazar, Eshkol and 
virtually the entire Israeli 
Cabinet. 

It had not been the happiest of 
meetings. The Pope had made it 
quite clear that his visit in no 
‘way constituted full recognition 
by the Vatican of the State of 
Israel; he had made Jordan 
rather than Israel his head- 
quarters for three days and the 
parting- message he had sent us 
from his plane was carefully ad- 
dressed to Tel Aviv, not 
Jerusalem. 

I was immensely impressed 
— it is impossible not to be—not 
only (or even mostly) by the 
Vatican, but by the Pope 
himself, by the simplicity and 
graciousness of his manner and 
the penetrating gaze of his deep 


set dark eyes. I think I would 
have been much more nervous 
about our talk if he hadn’t 
started it by telling me that he 
found it hard to accept the fact 
that the Jews— who, of all peo- 
ple, should have been capable of 
mercy towards others because 
they bad suffered so terribly 
themselves — had behaved so 
harshly in their own cotmtry. 
Well, that is the kind of talk 
that I can't bear, and particular- 
Jy since it is simply not true that 
we have mistreated the Arabs in 
the administered territories. I 
was very tempted to ask the 
Pope what his sources of infor- 
mation were, since they were ob- 
viously so-different from mine, 
but I didn’t. Instead I said, and I 
could hear my own voice tremb]- 
ing a little with anger: ‘Your 
Holiness, do you know what my 
own very earliest memory is? It 
is waiting for a pogrom in Kiev. 
Let me assure you that my peo- 
ple know all about real 
“harshness’ 
learned all about real mercy 
when we were being led to the 
gas chambers of the Nazis." 


It may not have been a.con- 
ventional way of talking to the 
Pope, but I felt that I was speak- 
ing for all Jews everywhere, for 
those who were alive and for 
those who had perished while the 
Vatican maintained its neutrali- 
ty in the Second World War. I 
had a sense of participating in a 
truly historic confrontation, and 
the Pope and I stared at each 
other for a second. I think he was 
quite surprised by my words, but 
he didn't say anything. He just 
looked at me, right into my eyes, 
and I looked back at him in the 
same way. Then I went on to tell 


him, very respectfully but very . 


firmly and at some length, that 
now that we had a State of our 
own, we were through forever

ourselves, to which he 
enthusiastically referred. He 
also went out of his way to ex- 
press his deep appreciation for

For my part, I assured the 
Pope that we would make 
whatever arrangements would 
be required of us for the ad- 
ministration not only of the 
Christian but also of the Mosiem 
holy places in Israel, but that 
Jerusalem itself would remain 
the capital of Israel. 

The next day, I got lovely gifts 
from the Vatican: a magnificent 
silver dove of peace with an in- 
scription to the Prime Minister 
of Israel from the Pope, a 
beautiful Bible and a catalogue 
of all the Hebrew publications in 
the Vatican Library, as well asa 
medallion each for Lou and 
Simcha. All in all, it was an in- 
tensely interesting and intensely 
meaningful experience for me, 
and I hope that, in a small way, 
it brought the Vatican closer to 
und ing Israel, Zionism 
and the feeling of Jews like me 
about themselves. 

-In October, just before I left 
Israel to go to. the Council of 
Europe in Strashourg, I got 
some devastating news. Arab 
terrorists had succeeded in 
“‘convincing"’ the Austrian 


Government to shut down the - 


Jewish Agency transit camp at 
Schonau Castle, near Vienna, 
which had served for a number 
of years as the indispensable 
half-way station for Jews leav- 
ing the Soviet Union en route to 


The Arab gunmen had broken 
into one of the special emigra- 
tion trains just as it crossed into 
Austria, kidnapped seven Rus- 
sian Jews (including a 71-year- 
old man, an ailing woman and a 
three-year-old child) and 
brazenly informed the Austrian 
Government that‘ unless it in- 
stantly put an end to the 
assistance it had given the 
Soviet immigrants and closed 
down Schonau, not only would 
the hostages be killed but there 
would be violent retaliation 
against Austria. To our astonish- 


ment and horror, the Austrian 
cabinet, led by Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky, gave in at once. . 

I had known Kreisky for quite 
ἃ loug time and fairly well. He 
served for several years as the 
Foreign Minister of Austria, and 
we used to meet at the United 
Nations. He was also a socialist, 
and I had, in fact, seen him last 
at the Socialist International 
that had taken place in Vienna 
two years before. : 

As a Jew, Kreisky had not dis- 
played any interest in Israel, 
though in 1974 he was to visit us 
as the head of a delegation of 
European socialist leaders. 
There were many socialists in 
Austria, some Jews, some not, 
with whom we had a much closer 
relationship, but I wanted to talk 
to Kreisky himself and explain 
to him the full implications of 
closing Schonau and “what it 
would do not only to Austria, but 
to the Jews of Russia. I told our 
ambassador in Vienna to ask 


Kreisky whether he would see ᾿ 


me on my way to Strasbourg. 

I waited very tensely for a 
reply; when it came, I learned 
that Kreisky couldn't see me on 
my way to Strasbourg, but would 
see me on my way back. 

I stayed in Strasbourg for two 
days and attended the necessary 
Tuncheons and dinners, but my’ 
mind was fixed on Schonau all 
the time, and when I got to Vien- 
na, I went straight to Kreisky's 
office. The Prime Minister listed 
for me al) the reasons for his 
government's capitulation 
to the Arabs and asked why 
Austria should be the only coun- 
try to have the problems of the 
Russian Jews. Why not the 
Dutch? They could let im- 
migrants through also. 


Then Kreisky said something ἡ 


I really couldn't accept: ‘You 
and I belong to two different 
worlds,” he told me. Under nor- 
mal circumstances, there 
wouldn’t have been any more for 
me to say, but I wasn’t there for 


my. own sake and I had to.con- | 


tinue the-conversation. 


Kreisky was adamant about - 


closing Schonau. ‘‘I will never be 
responsible for any bloodshed on 
the soil of Austria,’ he repeated. 
“Other arrangements must be 
made.’ ‘‘But if you close 
Schonau," I pleaded, “you will 
be handing the Russians the 
perfect excuse for not letting the 
Jews go, because they will cer- 
tainly say that if there is no 
possibility of transit, then they 
won't allow any emigrants to 
leave Russia." 

“Well,"’ Kreisky said, ‘‘there

THE PARADOX of Jewish life in 
East Germany is that 
notwithstanding the clear 
demographic indications of an 
early end to the community, the 
Jews there are confident of the 
future survival of Jews and 
Judaism in the country.

REVOLUTIONS come in many 
-Gifferent sorts of apparel. The

The American revolution wore 
rationality.

The British 
revolution is coming in, as dis- 
creet as a civil servant, as inex- 
orable as a hospital ward sister 
and wears the dress of a shift in 
economic power. And up to now 
its clothes are shapeless though 
of a reddish dye. 


The chief agents in the British 
change are the trade unions. 
These have nothing to do with 
the stately mediaeval city guilds. 
The guilds met together to pray 
for the souls of their dead 
brethren, to regulate the quality 
of their products, to train and to 
qualify more craftsmen and to 
make sure that their monopolies 
were ποῖ challenged. 


Those who play so dominating 
a role in Britain to-day date from 
the 18th century and have, 
ironically, taken over the roles 
of the great land-owners, the 
Dukes of Omnium, who could 
discipline governments, run 


. them, destroy them and live in 


their castles and great houses, in 
a luxurious and elegant 
lawlessness of their own mak- 
ing.

France did the same. Strong un- 
fons are the enemies of strong 
governments. The two cannot 
cohabit a nation. 


But this is not a history of 
British trade unionism which 
was a world pioneer, In fact it 
grew, dedicated to the idea of 
getting a living wage and better 
and safer working conditions. 
The original image of the British 
trade unionist was a Christian of 
the ‘‘Chapel’’ sort. He asked for 
justice and brotherhood and 
dignity because these were 
Christian virtues. His slightly 
mythological but powerful im- 
age was that ofa civil, proud and 
sturdy man, with heavy boots on 
his feet, a gunmetal watch chain 
across his waistcoat and, of 
course, a cloth cap on his head. 
Even when he embraced forms 
of atheism, his Christian roots~ 
still showed. 

The British Labour Party 


grew out of Adam. But in times 
of high prosperity the unions 
faltered. And in times of depres- 
sion and slump they were in- 
variably routed, because in the 
face of unemployment the 
employers were once again the 
Dukes of all they surveyed. 
For example, poverty 
defeated the 1926 General Strike 
and brought down a Labour 
government in 1931. And yet to- 
day at a time of rising unemploy- 
ment and depression in Britain, 
it is the unions who wear the 
Ducal coronets (those are the 
ones with gilt strawberry leaves 
on them). They really are the 
masters now, and Britain is 
attendant on their demands. 
This is a reversal of history. 
THERE ARE TWO good and suf- 
ficient reasons for this — apart 
from the fact that final power 
lies always with the multitude if 
they are aware of it and can 
organise it and are prepared to 
use it.

POSTSCRIPT. 


‘Stop-watch negotiations’ 


THE MARATHON TALKS which are 
an integral part of Dr. Kissinger's in- 
terpretation of the word 
“negotiations” seem to be a new 
kind of torture to those most closely 
concerned. Ordeal by Kiasinger, one 
might say. 

A friend of ours played a small 
part in the pre-Rosh Hashana shuttle 
talka in Jeruselem. He ig a solid 
citizen, his roots deep in this country 
and with sons and αὶ grandson 
“somewhere in Sinai" he has a very 
personal stake In the outcome. As 
which one of us hasn't. 

He is normally very tight-lipped 
about his work, though he is far from 
being a cloak-and-dagger man. 
Perhaps it was delayed fatigue that 
made him talk so openly when we 
met the other day. 

“Negotiating by shuttle doesn’t 
mean negotiation In the rea] sense of 
the word; he said bitterly. "How 
ean you discuss important issues in 
detail when someone stands over you 
with a stop-watch in his hand? No 
wonder the negotiating team in 
Geneva had to spend a 12 hour all- 
night segsion to get some points iron- 
ed out. A few miles this way or that 
in the Sinai don’t matter to Egypt. 
But they can be a matter of life or 
death for us. The same thing holds 
for the wording of this or that 
sentence. And our team was split up, 
-working in different rooms. Almost 
the only time we ever met was in the 
wash-room. 

“Of course, Kissinger's physical 
stamina is superhuman — a question 
of glands, probably. But even he 
can't be totally immune to the effects 


* of such 


pressures. 
“Shuttle negotiations is really a 
contradiction in terms. And if it 
comes to negotiating with Syria, 
where there's hardly one ‘lousy 
Kilometre’ for manoeuvre, heaven 
save us from being ‘shuttled’ into it 
— or we may find ourselves scuttled 
instead."
